MOODY QUITS SUPREME BENCH: 
RETIRES ON $12,000 PENSION. 


President Accepts Resignation of Asso- 
ciate Justice to Take Effect om Nov. 
. 20—Iiiness Is Cause. 


Beverly, Mass., Oct. 4-—[Special.j)—Presi- 
dent Taft today received t the resignation of 
Associate’ Justice William H. Moedyof the 
Supreme court, to take effect on Nov. 20. 

The president wrote to Mr. Moody, who is 
at Magnolia, accepting the resignation and 
expressing his high regard for the retiring 
jurist. In retirement the justice will receive 
full pay of an active member of the court, 
$12,000 a year. 

The justice has deen [ll more than a year. 
It has been known since early th the summer 
that he would retire. He personally made 
known his intentions to the president, and 
offered to retire at any time that would be 
most convenient to the president, 

Mr. Taft stated then that he had no inten- 
tion of appointing any federal justices until 
the regular session of congress had con- 
vened. He urged the justice to take his own 
time. 

The enabling act passed in behalf of Mr. 
Moody, who has not served a sufficient length 
of time to permit of his retirement under the 
ordinary process of law, expires late in No- 
vember.

Dumplings. 


HE dumpling has recently been especially 
recommended as a means of extending the 
favor of meat, and perhaps it is as agree- 
able as any of the ways of doing this. 
Its use also makes any quantity of bread 

and butter for the meal unnecessary. There is 
real economy of effort as well as of money in 
having sometimes a dish which is in itself not 
only meat and potatoes and vegetables in one 
but bread an butter as well, as is a good meat 
dish with dumplings. 

There is considerable skill called for in the 
making of ‘the dumpling, and this may be the 


eason why it is less often seen then formerly.

It must likewise be cooked with great care. A 
sodden center is the penalty of a very slight 
dit of carelessness. 

German Butter ‘Dumplings with Soup.—Stir 
until creamy one tablespoon of butter, add a 
pinch of salt, then the yolk of an egg and about 
one-fourth of a. cup of white flour.

TO GET TICKETS 


Pasteboards for World’s Se- 
ries Cannot Be Issued 
Until Next Week. 


“OFFICIAL TIP” COMING. 


Secretaries MeRoy and Heydler 
Confer and Will Give Out 
Statement to Public. 


There can be no distribution of tickets for 
the world’s series games bo be played in Chi- 
cago earlier than next week, according to 
Secretaries McRoy of the American league 
and Heydler of the National league, who are 
to superintend the disposition of the tickets. 
President Murphy of the Cubs has not had 
the tickets printed yet and it will require 
gome time after they are delivered before 
they can be counted and turned over to the 


In addition the national commission wil! 
ask President Murphy on his return from 
Cincinnati to arrange to reserve the entire 
grand stand at the Cub park so that the sup- 
ply of reservations can be made somewhere 
equal to the demand. Until that point is 
settled and until tickets are printed for the 
new sections of reserved seats, orders for 
seats will not be accept and it will do the 
public at large no good to flood the baseball 
offices with coin, certified checks, and re 
quests for reservations. 


“Official Tip“ to Be Given. 

Messrs. McRoy and Heydler got together 
at the American league's offices yesterday 
and talked the arrangements over for several 
hours previous to Mr. Heydler's departure 
for Philadeiphia. They decided to issue a 
statement requesting the public to wait until 
announcement was made of the proper way 
to get tickets. This was prompted by a con- 
stant stream of demands by telephone and 
otherwise at bofh the American league and 
the National league offices all day long for 
information and for tickets. 

The regular supply of reservations at the 
Cubs park will not supply 10 per cent of the 
demands anticipated, it was stated, but it is 
believed the Cub magnate will be willing to 
reserve the entire lower stand in addition to 
existing box and reserved seats. One ad- 
vantage of the early cinching of the pen- 
nants in both leagues is that it gives plenty 
of time. 

At Shibe park in Philadelphia the grand 
stand is numbered, by sections and by seats, 
throughout, so that it can be reserved with- 
out difficulty. By temporarily numbering the 
Seats at the west side park the same can be 
done here and thereby raise the number of 


, Possible reservations to 15.000 for each game, 


according to the estimates of the commis- 
sion’s representatives. The expense will be 
small if the plan meets the approval of 
President Murphy. 

Fans Asked to Wait Patiently. 

As soon as that matter is decided, Secre- 
tary McRoy said, announcement will be made 
to the public of when to make applications 
forgests, how to make them, and how to get 
them. Until then he requested every body to 
wait patiently and not clog up the whole 
works and tie up a lot of money in certified 
checks which may have to be returned. 

Kariy birds will not be given any prefer- 
ence, according to the commission’s repre- 
sentatives, but all applications will be treat- 
ed alike when the work of assigning reserve- 
tions can be started. 

The work has been divided so that Secre- 
tary McKoy will remain in Chicago until 
the series opens Oct. 17 and take charge of 
the ticket arrangements here, while Secre- 
tary Hexdler will make his headquarters in 
Philadelphia and supervise all ticket sales 
for the games there. Both representatives 
will of necessity be present at all games 
played to see that proper accounting is made 
of every ticket issued for the series.
